editor of the Kansas City Journal, 
was in the city this afternoon and 
was surprised at the apathy of the 
people of Sedalia in regard to the 
capital removal c]uestion. 


The doctor is an old Sedalian, 
and is much interested in having 
the capital removed to this point. 
He has been friendly with his 
paper and has worked for the ad­ 
vancement of the plans of this city. 
Since the inception of the ]>lans 
to move the capital, the Journal has 
been outspoken for the cause of Se­ 
dalia, and now that matters seem 
to have become stijgnant, the doc 
tor is desirous of finding out where 
the wheels need greasing, as he ex 
presses it. 
In an interview tliis aft 
ernoon he said: 


“ You Sedalia peojilc have baiik- 
ed much on the fact tliat jeffers'in 
City 
is 
a 
slow 
to»vn, 
and your 
strongest argument with the j>eoj)’e 
has been that the present capital is 
too slow for a progressive state like 
Missouri is bound to be in the near 
future. 
“ The peoi>le of our part of the 
state have been strongly in fc.vor of 
moving the capital to Sedalia, but 
they are now wondering why you 
people are so slow in gettings things 
in shape for 
the work 
over 
the 
state. 
“ You must remember that 
the 
people who have a vote on 
the 
ijuestion are the ones who are lo o k ­ 
ing closely to what Sedalia is doing, 
and unless you show the 
people 
that you are in earnest you will find 
that Jefferson City will get ahead of 
you in creating a sentiment that will 
work against you when election day 
rolls around.
